Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant argued that Web services were enabled as software 
modules. The Examiner pointed out that Applicant failed to limit Web services to software modules, and that no 
definition existed in the specification for Web services. Applicant argued Zintel was downloading data, but the data 
was not executable code to be run at nodes. Applicant admitted data did not encompass executable software 
modules. The examiner stated that on a cursory review of Zintel, executable software modules were not present but 
that further consideration would be required of the issue. Applicant was made aware that any claim amendments 
would have to be reviewed by the Quality Assurance Specialists for compliance with 35 U.S.C. 101 based on 
Applicant's reference to Web services on page 3 of the originally filed specification.
